W E your Majefty’s molt faithful and obedient 
Subjets, bumbly prefume to take this Op- 
tunity of our being met together on this publick 
Decaf, to repeat our Affarances of 
our fteady Allegiance and Loyalty to your Majelty, 
which 13 made neceffary by the Villany of fome 
of our Fellow Subje&s,” who, contrary to all 
Regard either «° Duty of Intereft, bave entred 
into a wickeé Coofpiracy againft your Majefly’s 
facrea Perfon and Goveramenr. 

It is 1th Shame that we refic& upon the Re- 
proach that is hereby caft upon the Honour of the 
Britifh Nation by thele reftiefs Enemies to your Ma- 
jelty aod their Country, sppravated by the bafett 
ngtatitude to the beft of Princes, and thz mot 


-monftraus Folly, in labouring to exchange the hap- 


ie Conftitution io the World for Popery and 
lavery. 

Wel hope your Majefty believes that this cannot 
be the Senfe of many of your Subjects, but that 
the Generality of your Pe feof 
the Happinefs they enjoy under jefty’s Go- 
veroment, by which, under God, the dearcit Blef- 
fiogs are fecured to us, our Religion and ovr Li- 
berties.
